His program was understood to include the concentration of Russian 
forces, including powerful air squadrons, cavalry and tank divisions, on 
the frontier, in addition to reinforcing the Leningrad and Mascow garri- 
sons, 

Chinese reinforcements also were reported headed for the frontier.

TOKIO, July 18.—Official quarters received advices today of Rus- 
sia’s break in diplomatic relations with China with undisguised surprise 
and apprehension, It had been thought here Nanking’s note was suffi- 
ciently conciliatory to prevent any abrupt action. 

Fear was expressed in authoritative quarters the breach, especially 
withdrawal of Russians from China, would be just the prelude to actual 
hostilities.
